Hitherto his Le:trer has 
not had the Succefs he promis’d himfelf. He has 
not been able co perfwade any Man of his Impartia- 
lity, tho’ he has taken the Pains to make Oftentati 

of. it in the Beginning and at the.End of his Letter, 
where to fhew his great Reading and profound Eru- 
dition he has thcught proper to quote a Veife ftom 
Virgil, which he very improperly applies to his pre- 
tended Sincerity. That Sincerity muft be great, 
fince it obliges him to make 12 Oyinions of but:

Was ever any thing more filly ! thofe 
two Gentlemen are fo well known and generally 
efteem'd at Rothe as well asin their own Country, 
that it would be difficult, whatever Change were 
madg in the Congregation, for them not to have 
fome Friend in it among the Cardinals or the Pre- 
lates. "Tis to be fear'd therefore, that in this Re-

fhould happen to be one of thole chat made iuch 
effing Inftances ac Rome, to hinder Cardinal 
aarefcritt, a Man of Integrity if ever any Man 
was, from having a Place:n thac Congregation > An 
Exclufion of that Nature might with juft Caufe be 
complain’d of ; efpeciaily feeing Cardinal Grimani, 
who on fo many Occafion. has hewn how much he 
is devoted to the Court of Vienna, to which he is 
beholding for bis Purple; and on which he is abfo- 
lurely dependant, was excluded from judging 
of an Affair, in which he might be fufpected of 
being both Judge and Party, by any that are ca- 
pable of entertaining fuch. unjuft Sentiments as does 
the Novel/ift of Rome.
